LONDON. —- A move for better 
housing facilities for. ‘one+person 
families” has been started by the 
Over Thirty Association. 

These “one-person families,” the 
association points out, form 6.7 per 
cent of all families in England and 
Wales—and are largely composed of 
women who, although often elder- 
ly, are obliged to maintain them- 
selves hy their own earnings. The 
difficulty experienced by such 
women is found to be in the scarcity 
of housing accommodation at.a rent 
which they can afford. 

A Neglected Field 

Much has been done lately to 
solve the general housing problem. 
More. than. 20,000 special small 
houses have been, or are shartly to 
be built by local authorities, and of 
these, more than 2000 are, or wili 
be, in London. 

But local authorities, it is claimed 
by the association, are prone to con- 


sider the younger element in each 
community, catering chiefly for 
large families and tending to for- 
get those living alone. 


* Special Sabsidy Asked 

As a result,many elderly women, 
earning low and precarious wages, 
find themselves faced with rents of 
anything between 9s. and 15s, a 
week for single rooms in dreary 
and unaltractive surroundings. While 
actually in work, they may struggle 
along, but they cannot save and, dur- 
ing a time of unemployment, are 
apt to fall on very hard times.
